T wish a colony of deaf-mutes who de¬ 
sire good fanning homes, to come out this 
wav and buy land, which is, in some lo¬ 
calities, as cheap as $1, $1.50, $3, and 
all along to $30 per acre. The land can 
be subdivided in any way from 5 to 100 
acres. The deaf-mutes are generally ac¬ 
quainted with the hoe before they know 
much about any other furmingimplement, 
and if they would live around here they 
could cultivate several acres of potatoes, 
and sell them to the starch factories in 
tlie fall. Wo almost always get from 25 
to 40 cents per bushel, picked up in fhe 
field, both good and rotten ones ; and as 
there are potato starch factories in all the 
districts, or wherever is convenq|iit wafer 
power, they will find them always ready 
markets for cash. •Some of the factories 
use up from 10,000 to 20,000 bushels ot 
potatoes annually, and some fanners sell 
from 200 to 1,500 bushels a year. 

Lumber is quite cheap; hemlock being 
from $4 to $8 per thousand ; spruce $7 
to $12 ; pine $20 to $35 ; basswood $10 
to $ l (i. The saw mills charge for sawing 
lumber for customers very low. Wood in 
abundant, and sells from $1.50 to $3 per 
cord. Hemlock bark bring* $5, cash, at. 
the Extract Company in this village. 

I wish you could encourage the deal- 
mutes to go to farming more, for to live 
in large cities they have to pay a .jiygo 
price fojr bouse rqht, Ac., ,a,nd can nqyey 
become well on. Shoemakers are very 
scarce in spine townships, and up south

English Colonists in the Wost. 


FASTEN YOUR WINDOWS! 


CORIUCOTED WEEKLY 


Nearly 100 farmers and mechanics 
from Somersetshire, England, arrived in 
New York on Tuesday, the 8th inst., by 
the steamer City of Bristol, and left the 
city for the west the following night 
by the Erie Railway. These men are 
the advanced colonists of an organized 
community of 500 families from Somer¬ 
setshire and Devonshire, who have en¬ 
gaged a number of townships on the line 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad Compa¬ 
ny, in Clay County, Western Minnesota. 

The main body of the colonists will 
arrive in this country in June. These 
persons are nearly all cultured and skill¬ 
ed in the various arts, while many are 
possessed of considerable means. The 
capital town of their community has been 
named Yeovil, after the old home in 
Somersetshire. 'Unpeople will engage 
exclusively in the eS%^lishment of var¬ 
ious manufactures, and agricultural pur¬ 
suits mainly the raisingof grain and cattle. 
The Rev. George Rogers, the President 
of the colony, visited America last year 
and selected the location to which they 
are going.

ago under license, But every candid 
man knows better. Indeed a comparison 
of Maine to-day with license States shows 
that there are not one-fourth as many 
placcsin Maine where intoxicating liquors 
are sold as a beverage as there are in li¬ 
cense States, and not one-eighth as much 
liquor sold per inhabitant. The last re¬ 
port of the Attorney-General of Maine 
shows ninety per cent, of our criminals 
are made by the liquor traffic, and gives 
us some interesting statistics of the de¬ 
crease of crime in this State growing out 
prohibition and its enforcement. Dur¬ 
ing the year 1866 the prison, jail and re¬ 
form school received 20-1 criminals. The 
number sentenced in 1867, was 157; in 
1868, 114 ; in 1869, 189 ; in 1870, 150; 
1871, 152 and in 1872 only 100. Esti¬ 
mating the average of commitments for 
the seven years under review we find it 
152. This result indicates the remarka¬ 
ble fact that the crime during the last 
year (1872, in which the reform move¬ 
ment has gone hand in hand with prohi¬ 
bition) is thirty-threo per cent less than 
the average of the last seven years. It 
should be noticed, morepyjtr, that the 
number convicted and sentenced last year 
is fifty per cent, less than in 1866, and 
thirty-three per cent, less than in 1871. 
Of course no fine tvitl claim thatotf ‘ pro¬ 
hibitory laws are thoroughly enforced in, 
all parts of the State, for that is impossi¬ 
ble everywhere until the public sentiment 
of every locality shall have been brought 
up to the requisite standard.

MURDER OF GEN. CANBY AND OTHERS. 


Insurance Agents, 


Captain Jack chief of the Modocs, hav¬ 
ing sent word that he desired another 
“talk,” on Saturday Gen. Canby and Peace 
Commissioners Thomas and Meachammet 
him a mile in front of the picket lino. 
Capt. Jack asked a reservation on Hot creek 
and the Cottonwood. The commissioners 
were proceeding to explain that it was 
impossible to grant this request, when 
Captain Jack arose and gave tho signal 
for the massacre, and at the second attempt 
his pistol snapping the first time, shot 
General Canby under the eye, killing him 
instantly. Commissionei Thomas was 
also murdered and commissioner Meach- 
am was so badly wounded that his life 
is despaired of. The people of the Pa¬ 
cific coast arc much excited and the 
sternest punishment is demanded for the 
Modocs. A movement on the lava beds 
by the troops has commenced with a de¬ 
termination to close the war now. 

An attack was made on Col. Mason’s 
camp, which was commenced by an In¬ 
dian firing on Lieutenants Boyle and 
Sherwood, who had wandered some 500 
yards outside of their picket line. Sher¬ 
wood was shot through the arm and leg, 
but Boyle is uninjured. 

The President has unreservedly ex¬ 
pressed his sanction of the severest 
measures now necessary to properly pun¬ 
ish the Modocs, and his views in this 
respect have been fully stated to the 
authorities acting under the War de¬ 
partment. 

Gen. Sherman has also telegraphed to 
Gen. Schofield instructions to move the 
entire force at once upon the Indians.

Abolition of Free Postage. 


It is important for the public to know 
what is included in the law known as 
“the repeal of the franking privilege.” 

All mail known as “free matter” un¬ 
der existing laws, on which postage must 
be paid after J une 30, by reason of this 
repeal, is classed under twelve heads as 
follows : 

1. All mail to and from tho President 
and Vice-President. 

2. Official communications to and from 
cabinet or bureau officers, chief clerks or 
franking officers of each of tho executive 
departments. 

2. All letters or printed matter to or 
from members of congress, secretary of 
the senate or clerk of the house of repre¬ 
sentatives. 

4. Petitions to congress. 

5. Copyright matter to librarian to 
congress, if so marked on the package. 

6. Smithsonian Institute mail. 

7. Exchanges between publishers, one 
copy ot each publication not to exceed 
sixteen ounces weight. 

8. Weekly newspapers to actual sub¬ 
scribers within the county where pub¬ 
lished. 

10. Dead letters returned to writers. 

11. Medals, certificates of thanks, or 
other testimonials awarded by legisla¬ 
tures to their soldiers. 

12. Under a special act of congress, 
passed some years since, all matters to

YOUTHS’ COLUMN. 


How to not the Best Places. 

There are in society a great many 
good places, hut the best places are few, 
and not easily reached. Who shall have 
the best places ? Let any boy look about 
his school-room and ask which of theso 
boys are to have the best places, and be 
will find it bard to decide. In all the 
schools there are many thousands of 
boys, and somo of them will get the best 
places. Who are they ? That is the ques¬ 
tion. 

I wish to speak to the boys of one 
trait which often decides which of two 
boyB, who want the same place, gets it. 

I rofer to accuracy in scholarship and 
practico; I do not rofor to absolute ac¬ 
curacy, which belongs to the all-knowing 
mind, but to that habit which strives to 
think the thought and do the act as 
nearly accurate as possible. Somo boys 
uso the word “about” too often. “The 
area of a certain field is about so much” ; 

• or a certain city is “about on such a lino 
of latitude" ; or the sum of certain quan¬ 
tity is about so much"; or a certain sen¬ 
tence in a translation or composition is 
“about thus and so.” If they spell a 
word or solve a problem, or keep an en¬ 
gagement, that pestilent little word 
pushes itself into notice. The second 
class of boys cultivate the habit of ac¬ 
curacy. They try to “hit the nail on the 
head,” and do it every time. If they add 
up a column or multiply or spell, or 
make a promise, they aim to do the thing 
precisely right. 

Let two boys of these two kinds ap¬ 
ply for a position as book-keeper, or 
superintendent’s clerk, or office of trust. 
The one is about right, the other is right; 
the one does his work about right, the 
other does his right; the one may be 
about accurate in his businoss, the other 
is accurate. The accurate boy, other 
things being equal, will surely get the 
place, whilst^ke other one will about not 
"get it. 

I saw a young man in the office of a 
western railway superintendent. He was 
occupying a position that four hundred 
boys in that city would have wished to 
get. It was honorable, and “it paid 
well,” besides being in the line of pro¬ 
motion. How did he get it 1 Not by 
having a rich father, for he was the son of 
a laborer. The secret was his beautiful 
accuracy. He began as an errand boy, 
and did bis work accurately. His leisure 
time he used in perfecting his writing and 
arithmetic. After a while he learned to 
telegraph. At each step his employer 
commended his accuracy, and relied on 
what he did becauso he was sure it was 
right. 

And it is thus with every occupation. 
Tho accurato boy is the favored one. 
Those who employ men do not wish to 
be on tho constant lookout as though they 
were rogues or fools. If a carpenter must 
stand at his journeyman’s elbow to be sure 
his work is right, or if a cashier must 
run over his book-keeper’s columns he 
might as well do the work himself as 
employ another to do it in that way; 
and it is very certain that the employer 
will get rid of such an inaccurate work¬ 
man as soon as possible. 

I knew such a young man. He had 
a good chance to do well; but he was so 
inaccurate and unreliable that people 
were afraid to trust him. If he wrote a 
deed or a mortgage or a contract, ho was 
sure either to have left out something 
or put in something to make it an imper¬ 
fect paper. He was a lawyer, but with¬ 
out business, liecause he lacked the no¬ 
ble quality of accuracy. Just across the 
street from him was auother young law¬ 
yer, who was proverbial for accurcy. He 
was famous for seai*ching titles; and 
when ho wrote out the title of a piece of 
property it was taken for granted to be 
just so. His aim was absolute accuracy 
in everything. If he copied a convey¬ 
ance, or cited a legal authority, or made 
a statement, he aimed to do it exactly. 
The consequence is, he is having a val¬ 
uable practice at the bar, and is univer¬ 
sally esteemed. 

“But,” says some boy, “when I be¬ 
come a man, that is the way I shall do. 
I mean to be very accurate.’’ Perhaps 
so. I could tell better if I knewjust how 
you do your work now. There are sev¬ 
eral ways of getting a lesson. One is to 
get it “tolerably well,” which does not 
cost much labor. The other way is to 
get it faultlessly well, which costs a great 
deal of labor. A boy can get a general 
idea of his lesson “in a jiffy,” but to get 
it with accuracy is very hard, and re¬ 
quires both time and industry. 

If you, my boy, to-day are getting 
your I^oiib in the slip-shod way, you 
will g™v up a slip-shod man; but if to¬ 
day your habit is to get every lesson 
with perfect accuracy, I will warrant you 
will do that when ti, man .—Little Chief.
